ing access to the Tinkham Forest property at the site. An 
article for the Annual Town Meeting Warrant was pre- 
sented to the board that would relinquish the town's right 
to any traffic traversing the future site of The Bay Club 
golf course and residential areas; but the article would be 
withdrawn if mediation is already underway. Selectmen 
Andrews excused himself from the meeting due to his 
brother's involvement with The Bay Club. 

At 7:30 pm, the board met with the Personnel 
Board.

should take place as this proposed article followed the 
recommendation of the UMass Dartmouth Center for 
Policy Analysis Study on Town Government. In light of 
the commitment to further discussion, the proposed 
article was withdrawn at this time. 

The board then met with representatives of the 
Bike Path Committee who sought permission to remove 
trash from the proposed path. The Selectmen advised 
them that they should contact Dale Barrows, the town's 
Health Agent, since this is town property and would 
involve the landfill. The Selectmen cannot approve this, 
but felt that such an undertaking by volunteers at no 
expense to the town would be a worthwhile project. 
Chairman Denham excused himself from this discussion. 

At 8:00 pm, resident Kenneth Rocha, who repre- 
sented several abutters, wished to discuss the concerns 
neighbors have concerning the building of a new ballfield 
behind the Old Hammondtown School. He felt that an 
open meeting should have been held so that abutters 
could have voiced their concerns and have had a chance 
to examine site plans, the topographical survey, and the 
like. 

Chairman Denham explained that there is no 
town or state requirement to hold a hearing about con- 
struction of a ballfield on town property. The School 
Committee gives the approval for construction on school 
property. Nevertheless, Mr. Rocha and other abutters 
present were very concerned about the buffer zone, 
drainage, vandalism to their property which has already 
occurred, lack of supervision , and other matters. Since 
the Chairman of the School Committee was present, he 
stated that the School Committee would be more than 
willing to put Mr. Rocha and any other concerned abut- 
ters on their agenda to meet with them and discuss their 
concerns. Selectman Denham indicated that this would be 
the proper venue for such a discussion.

and complete the program. It's very costly to send some- 
body for the training in the DARE curriculum. We will try 
and maintain a (police) presence in Sippican School. We're 
looking at different programs such as Internet safety ... we 
would still like to have a presence in there, it just won't be 
under the DARE heading." 

"I think (police) presence in the school is very 
valuable/' Chairman Bryant said. "If the fiscal situation 
improves in the state, we're hoping to (resume) DARE in 
Marion." 

Lastly, the board reviewed the recently-recom- 
mended rules and regulations for the Police Department 
which were revised and presented by Chief Miller to the 
board for review. 

"It's extremely comprehensive ... I don't think 
there's any policeman on the force who reads (this) and 
doesn't know what his job is," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I 
commend you, I think a lot of hard work went into it. 
There's no changes I want to make." 

"I think it's a very clear, very lucid and under- 
standable manual and I feel very comfortable with its 
philosophy," Selectman Pierce added. 

With that, the board unanimously moved to 
endorse the revised rules and regulations as submitted by 
Chief Miller. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Victor Brier, a resident and general 
contractor in town, expressing his frustration and concern 
with the board's recent decision to not renew their 
contract with Ray Pickles as the town's Building Commis- 
sioner, instead preferring to make it a full-time, hired 
position. 

Several residents and contractors in town, includ- 
ing Mr. Brier, came before the board later in the evening to 
debate the merit of this decision. 

"The contract for the Building Commissioner is 
expiring as of June 1," Chairman Bryant said. "We began 
looking at this in December. We felt the time devoted to 
this position wasn't enough, so we looked at ways to 
expand it. What we don't see happening under the 
current contract is zoning enforcement, we don't see time 
spent assisting the Planning Board and (Zoning Board of 
Appeals) on developing by-laws, and we think more time

is needed to be here, available to the public.'' 

Chairman Bryant said they discussed this issue 
with the Planning Board and they also felt they needed 
more support from the Building Department. 

"The other issue we had to decide is if we wanted 
to continue (contracting) the position out,'' Chairman 
Bryant said. "This is a unique situation in Marion ... in our 
view, we don't feel this is the best set-up for the town. We 
feel the town would be better-served if this position was 
an employee of the town and not an independent contrac- 
tor." 

"I see what you're saying," Mr. Brier said, "but it 
looks like you want to replace that person with a full-time 
employee ... will the alternate inspectors (remain)?" 

"Right now, we're seeing the two part-time 
positions fold into one," Chairman Bryant said. 

"So, what you're saying is you're not satisfied 
with the job Ray Pickles is doing?" Mr. Brier asked. 

"I want to keep this on a contractual basis, 
because that's what we're being asked to evaluate," 
Chairman Bryant said. 

Mr. Brier and the others present stressed that in 
this current fiscal climate, it seemed unwise to be adding 
full-time, higher-paid positions to the town's budget. 

"We're going to be spending a lot more money 
here ... we're in a time of crisis and now we're going to 
expand to a full-time position?" Mr. Brier asked. "I've 
heard (you had) issues that (Mr. Pickles) couldn't be 
contacted for ... this or that. I never had a problem reach- 
ing him for any advice. He was just a phone call away." 

"My biggest concern is the coordination between 
the rest of the department just isn't there," Chairman 
Bryant reiterated. "There isn't enough time in the contract 
right now to do that. Our decision is based on what's best 
for the town. We could either expand the contract or bring 
on a full-time employee. If we sign that contract, we're

(committed) to another three years/' 

Despite Mr. Brier's assertion in his letter that 
building permits have declined in Marion over the past 
four years, according to Chairman Bryant the number of 
building permits has remained consistent with the 
exception of a small spike in 1999. 

''We've really wrestled with keeping the same 
system," Chairman Bryant said. "We feel more time is 
necessary ... for zoning enforcement. There's not enough 
hours to coordinate things, there's not enough supervi- 
sion going on." 

"To me, it's ridiculous," said Joseph Marini. "You 
have no idea how much money (Mr. Pickles and DPW 
Superintendent Rob Zora) have saved you. We all work 
together. I've worked in every building you have, and it's 
been a pleasure. I'm devastated." 

"If you're talking about getting a full-time (per- 
son) in here that's as experienced as (Mr. Pickles), you're 
crazy," Thomas Figuerido added. 

"The contractors are here tonight to say Ray has 
done a good job for us, and we're not disputing that,"

Chairman Bryant said. "But we see (other issues) which 
need to be addressed/' 

When pressed. Chairman Bryant admitted he did 
not have any specific discussions with Mr. Pickles as to 
the increased responsibilities expected of the position. "I 
think were this not a contract situation, we would have 
followed that route,'' he said. "The decisions that are 
made by a Building Commissioner are legally-binding on 
the town. Because of this, we didn't feel comfortable with 
having this as an outsource (contracted) position." 

"It would be wrong for me to sit here and not 
speak (on behalf) of Ray Pickles," said DPW Superinten- 
dent Rob Zora. "I take a look at what Ray's doing under 
his contract. You admit to never discussing with Ray 
whether he could handle (the extra workload). I would 
hope the board would reconsider this and at least look at 
it. Knowing that you discussed this in December and he 
didn't find out until two weeks ago is (wrong). I think 
Ray has a lot of stuff to offer this town at a reasonable 
cost." 

"I think what you're looking for is a seamless 
operation of day-to-day government," Selectman Pierce 
said. "I'd like to see people well-served with expert 
advice ... this is not an opportunity to bash the current 
Building Commissioner." 

Many of those present seemed to suggest the 
board was simply targeting Mr. Pickles for termination, 
but Chairman Bryant stressed this wasn't about personali- 
ties, it was simply a change in structure. "We just don't 
think this should be an outsource position," he repeated. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Discussed presentations to be made at the 
Annual Town Meeting and Special Town Meeting on 
April 28. 

• Agreed to hold a meeting on July 1, the first 
Tuesday of the month and beginning of the fiscal year, to

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

April 14, 2003

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, April 14 at 6:30 
pm by Selectman Naida Parker. Also present were Select- 
man Richard Nunes, newly-elected Selectman Gary 
Laboa, Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Admin- 
istrative Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first reorganized in the aftermath of the 
Annual Town Election by nominating and unanimously 
voting to appoint Ms. Parker as Chairman, appointing Mr. 
Nunes as Vice Chairman, and appointing Mr. Laboa as 
Clerk. 

They then met with Town Accountant Claudette 
Coutu to discuss the possible hiring of an independent 
legal counsel for a town employee involved in a dispute 
between two town departments. The employee was 
responding to a town emergency during the incident in 
question and a police officer filed a formal complaint and 
issued a citation against him. 

'Town Counsel can't do this because it's (be- 
tween) two departments," Mr. Huntoon said. "There's a 
conflict of interest." 

Police Chief Paul H. Magee, who was also

present, said the matter had already been scheduled for a 
hearing before the Clerk Magistrate.

then I would be more inclined to have him pay his own 
legal fees/' Selectman Nunes said. 

"This is an issue I feel would be better handled by 
the department heads/' Chief Magee said. 'T have chosen 
not to act or comment on it until the Clerk Magistrate's 
decision is rendered." 

With that, the board moved and unanimously 
voted to hire an independent legal counsel for the town 
employee in question so that he had representation 
during the upcoming hearing before the Clerk Magistrate. 

At 6:44 pm the board unanimously voted to go 
into Executive Session to discuss pending litigation and 
contract negotiations. 

At 7:13 pm, the board resumed in Open Session 
and unanimously voted to approve the minutes of the 
April 7 meeting. They then met briefly with the members 
of the Finance Committee (FinCom). FinCom Chairman 
Michael Costa said he understood the cost for additional 
utility charges at ORR High School would be placed on an 
override in all three towns. As a result, he felt Rochester's 
share ($162,000) should be placed on a Special Town 
Election ballot after the June 9 Annual Town Meeting. 'T 
think it's good to hold within a couple of weeks of the 
Annual Town Meeting," he said. 

Chairman Parker was concerned about not 
allowing enough time for absentee voters between the 
Town Meeting and Special Town Election. 

"If people are passionate about voting, they'll 
find a way to vote," Selectman Laboa said.

third sergeant's position. 

''My concern is there is no supervision on the 
midnight to 8:00 (am) shift/' Chief Magee said. "If I had a 
third sergeant, I'd put the third sergeant on the midnight 
to 8:00 shift so there was supervision on all three shifts." 

"I think I'd be more inclined to appoint an Acting 
Sergeant than hiring a third sergeant ... or establish a 
Corporal's position," Chairman Parker said. 

"The only problem with the acting (sergeant) 
position is you're putting someone in a supervisory 
position without any training," Chief Magee said. "The 
(salary) difference between a top-step patrolman and 
sergeant is about $3,800." 

The other option discussed was to reschedule one 
of the sergeants working the day shift with the chief to the 
overnight shift — but that would change the Police 
Chief's role during the day, according to Chief Magee. 

"My main concern is twofold: liability and 
accountability," Chief Magee said. "I'm preparing now to 
post the bid contracts ... so I have to determine whether 
I'm going to have this position or not." 

"My opinion is that all three shifts should have 
supervision," Selectman Laboa said, moving that the 
board create a third sergeant's position. The motion 
carried via majority vote, with Chairman Parker in 
opposition. The new position will take effect July 1, 2003. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Appointed Selectman Laboa to serve as the 
board's representative to the EmPOWERment group.

• Discussed a letter from the Tow^n of 
Mattapoisett seeking "a show of solidarity'' in giving 0 
percent increases to town employees for FY 2004. The 
board didn't seem inclined to agree. "We've already 
talked to the FinCom about giving our town employees a 
cost-of-living increase this year," Selectman Nunes said. 

• Discussed the proposed establishment of a four- 
town water district with Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Fairhaven in the aftermath of a meeting last week to 
which Selectman Nunes attended. Each participating 
town has been asked to allocate $25,000 to cover the cost 
of a water study. 

"When it comes to public water, the Town of 
Rochester is in the dark ages when compared (to the other 
towns)," Selectman Nunes said. "We need to have a board 
that is devoted exclusively to water rights, just like every 
other town.

TICKS 

Last year, my dog got 10-20 ticks a day. How can I stop that from 
happening this year? 

Your veterinarian may stock Preventic tick collars. These 
collars will minimize the number of ticks that get embedded 
in your dog. A new product called Frontline is also avail- 
able from your veterinarian as a spray or drops. Frontline 
will kill ticks, as well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets? 
Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

Anger Management. Starring Adam Sandler and Jack 
Nicholson. Directed by Peter Segal. Running time: 101 min- 
utes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

Jack Nicholson as Adam Sandler's therapist — what a coup 
for Columbia's marketing department. The concept sells itself, 
and very likely has bought itself a number-one opening week- 
end by the time you read this. Anger Management looks like a 
comedy classic in its trailer, but the trailer is only about three 
minutes long. That's about how long it takes for the movie itself 
to make you say, ''Okay, we get it. Fun concept. Are you going to 
do anything interesting with it?" Sadly, no. 

Some say that rage fuels comedy, and Adam Sandler has 
built his castle on his passive-aggressive persona (emphasis on 
aggressive). He specializes in the sad-sack regular guy with re- 
serves of fury, which eventually bursts out and, more often than 
not, works to his benefit (as in his sports movies Happy Gilmore 
and The Waterhoy). Many scenes in Sandler's films are just mark- 
ing time until the moment where he loses it. (For his other trick, 
he has a Gen-X shrug in response to things that baffle him, as in 
his many "O-kaaaay, psycho man" asides to Nicholson here.) In 
Anger Management, though, Sandler is cast too snugly in the role 
of executive whipping boy Dave Buzniak, who devised the idea 
of clothes for rotund cats and privately seethes with resentment 
that his boss took credit for Dave's brainstorm. This sort of plot 
worked better when Sandler was an underdog slob, not a 
stressed-out company man. 

Nicholson, as radical therapist Dr. Buddy Rydell, swoops 
into the picture on fiery Balrog wings and gleefully torments 
Dave, hoping to free up some of Dave's repressed anger and then 
teach him how to process it more fruitfully. Most of the ensuing 
hijinks, you've seen in the trailer; this is one movie whose premise 
was solid enough, marketing- wise, that it could' ve gotten by with 
a short teaser trailer that didn't spoil almost every joke in the 
movie. Nicholson, too, isn't exactly cast against type here. Once 




you've understood the dynamic between befuddled Dave and 
wacky Dr. Buddy — and it takes no great insight to do so — 
you've understood pretty much everything to follow. 

Sandler's movies do tend to attract appreciative buddies, 
making the films play at times like half-organized parties. John 
Turturro shows up as one of the loose cannons in Dave's anger- 
management support group and gets most of the honest laughs 
in the movie. Krista Allen and January Jones are amusing as les- 
bian porn stars, whose presence in a restaurant leads to the film's 
best throwaway gag. Woody Harrelson drops by as a German 
she-male hooker named Galaxia — no, you're not on drugs; you 
did indeed just read that sentence. There are the usual cameos, 
including a New York celebrity who gets to deliver Rob 
Schneider's "You can do eet!" bit seen in various Sandler films. 

Do we really need a fable about corporate guys getting in 
touch with their inner brats? Adam Sandler, who turns 37 this 
year, is getting a little old for roughhousing with Buddhist monks 
and jokes about penis size. Punch-Drunk Love was supposed to 
steer him toward a more mature packaging of his persona, but 
failed because Paul Thomas Anderson believed there was noth- 
ing wrong with Sandler's character that the right woman couldn't 
fix. Anger Management arrives at the same disheartening (and 
dubious) conclusion, adding Jack Nicholson for good measure. 
As structured, the movie is a narcissist's dream: everyone — lit- 
erally, the entire crowd at Yankee Stadium — rises up and gives 
Dave props for defeating a (silly) childhood demon. Anger Man- 
agement is a movie for those who think they deserve applause 
for not being pathetic.

Water Woes

Last week, representatives and town officials from 
Mattapoisett, Marion, Rochester and Fairhaven met at 
Old Hammondtown School in Mattapoisett to discuss 
the potential formation of a four-town water district. 
The proposal would call for a $25,000 commitment from 
each town to study the feasibility of forming such an 
entity Given that water supply and demand issues are 
one of the most prevalent and common concerns among 
the four towns, I think it was a welcomed and long- 
needed measure. 

Water has certainly become a hot commodity for 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth — not just in 
terms of providing the basic resource to their own resi- 
dents, but also as a profitable revenue-generator. Larger 
municipalities like the City of New Bedford, for ex- 
ample, have both the money and means to draw ample 
gallons for their population and still have enough ex- 
cess to sell to other communities. 

But when you consider the bulk of New Bedford's 
water supply is drawn from a reservoir in Rochester, 
you have to wonder if the town will someday find itself 
paying to purchase water from its very own aquifer. 
Granted, although New Bedford pays some $16,000 in 
taxes to Rochester and owns approximately three per- 
cent of the town's real estate, according to Town Ad- 
ministrator James Huntoon, the town was never af- 
forded any opportunity to share in the water supply 
drawn from their own resource when this deal was first 
struck sometime in the late 1800s. New Bedford has re- 
tained exclusive rights to all the water drawn from Roch- 
ester to this day. 



Thankfully, when a more recent deal was struck in 
the early 1970s between the Towns of Rochester and 
Marion to allow the latter to sink wells within the former, 
Rochester didn't get fooled again. Under this newer 
agreement sanctioned by the state legislature, Roches- 
ter can claim up to 50 percent of the total water drawn 
from the three wells located within its boundaries. 

There's something to be said for garnering strength 
in numbers, and I think a four-town water district would 
certainly carry more weight on a state level to match 
the City of New Bedford's political pull in terms of seek- 
ing out grants and aid for projects. But while I applaud 
the initial move towards regionalization, I also see jus- 
tification in testing the waters, pardon the pun, before 
jumping into the deep end — something both Roches- 
ter and Mattapoisett officials seem to be doing very care- 
fully. Marion and Fairhaven have only to gain from join- 
ing forces, whereas Mattapoisett and Rochester can con- 
tinue to meet their demand with an existing water/ 
sewer system and individual wells. 

Although as of this writing participation from the 
four towns is still pending — Rochester Selectmen this 
week seemed poised to pass on the four-way district in 
favor of forming their own local water commission, 
while Marion is prepared to commit $50,000 for the dis- 
trict study in case one or two other communities opt 
out — I think there's still value to at least exercising 
some forward-thinking in terms of future water re- 
sources for the towns. It's heartening to know that offi- 
cials are trying hard not to repeat the sins of the past 
when it comes to water woes.
